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Hemorrhage: A New Way of Controlling It

from the vascular bed. It may be 

spontaneous, but more often it is 
the result of some deliberate or accidental 
intervention into the circulatory system. 
The dentist sees hemorrhages of many 
kinds, from the mild oozing of “spontan- 
eous” hemorrhages in gingival diseases, 
to openings into large vessels during cer- 
tain surgical operations. 

Fortunately, most of the hemorrhages 
the dentist encounters are relatively sim- 
ple ones which can be controlled without 
difficulty. However, there are times when 
what seems at first to be simple, turns out 
to be more than a nuisance. 

A discussion of the several factors in- 
volved in the cause and control of hem- 
orrhages in general, seems to be in order, 
before considering a new method of hem- 
ostatics to be proposed here. 

The extent and severity of a hemor- 
thage can depend upon three fundamen- 
tal factors. One is the degree to which the 
vascular bed is disturbed. In general, the 
more area or volume of the vascular bed 
which is destroyed, the greater will be the 
hemorrhage. Also, the larger the vessels 
which are involved, the more difficult it 
will be to stop the hemorrhage, without 
surgical intervention to tie off the 
bleeding vessel. Furthermore, the blood 
pressure within the vascular bed being 
ruptured also determines the severity of 


the hemorrhage. This is self-evident, 
when one considers the difference be- 
tween opening into a vein or an artery 
of the same general size. 

The second factor has to do with the 
tissues themselves. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, when a small vessel is rup- 
tured or cut, it soon retracts, or collapses, 
so that the flow of blood is staunched 
automatically. This ability of the vessels 
to retract, or collapse, in the face of flow- 
ing blood is a very important function of 
the vascular system. It is most noticeable 
in the arteriole, venule and capillary sys- 
tem. Again, it will be noted that the 
larger vessels have only a rudimentary 
ability for such self-protection. 

The third factor has to do with the 
blood itself. Here we deal with the pres- 
ence, both qualitatively and quantita- 
tively, of the clotting elements. Let us 
briefly consider the origins and functions 
of the most essential elements which con- 
tribute to clot formation. This is easiest 
to do by starting with the final product: 
the clot. 


The clot is merely fibrin. This is a 
protein which is insoluble in the blood 
fluid. Fibrin comes from fibrinogen (the 
-gen means “to form”). Fibrinogen is 
normally present in the bloodstream as 
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BLOOD CLOTTING MECHANISM 


a soluble protein. Fibrinogen is con- 
verted to insoluble fibrin by means of an 
enzyme called thrombin. This enzyme is a 
typical “proteinase”, that is, an enzyme 
which works on proteins. This particu- 
lar enzyme has as its specific function to 
convert soluble fibrinogen into insoluble 
fibrin. But thrombin is not ordinarily 
present in the bloodstream. If it were, 
then blood would clot at any time. One 
of the components of fibrin-forming 
enzyme is present in the blood. It is 
called prothrombin-A. Prothrombin-A 
must combine with prothrombin-B and 
the calcium ion in order to have the 
enzyme which can function. Normally 
prothrombin-B is tightly tied to heparin, 
a product of liver function. This com- 
bination of heparin-prothrombin-B cir- 
culates in the bloodstream. As it is, it 
cannot affect fibrinogen, nor can it form 
thrombin enzyme, because the heparin 
has such a firm union with it. However, 
still another substance, cephalin, is pres- 
ent in some cells. Chief among these are 
the platelets, or thrombocytes, but the 
substance can also be found in certain 
of the leukocytes and occasionally in the 
tissue cells. 

When the platelets are ruptured, and 
this can take place easily enough when 
blood is shed, cephalin is liberated into 
the bloodstream. Very quickly cephalin 
searches out and combines tightly with 
heparin. This new union: heparin-ceph- 
alin, is an even more firm complex than 
is the initial heparin-prothrombin-B 
complex. When this new complex is 
formed, prothrombin-B is liberated in 
the process. This newly liberated sub- 
stance quickly combines with the already- 
available prothrombin-A and the ever- 
present calcium ions, to form the com- 
plete thrombin enzyme (prothrombin-A 
+ prothrombin-B +- calcuium) which 
then in turn attacks fibrinogen and ren- 
ders it insoluble, to form the clot. 

This series of events must occur, or 
biood cannot clot. It is of interest to note 
that prothrombin-A is derived from the 
metabolism of vitamin K. This can ac- 


count for the influence of hypovitamin- 


osis-K on the length of the clotting time. 
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Once the clot is formed, it is subject 
to several physical changes. One of these 
is the clot retraction or syneresis. During 
this clot retraction, the fibrin organizes 
itself into a firm plug, to form a tight 
barrier against further bleeding. The 
firmness of the clot, obviously also is in- 
fluenced by the amount of fibrinogen 
available in the first place. Some of the 
so-called fragile clots are undoubtedly due 
to a deficiently concentrated blood fibrin- 
ogen. Since fibrinogen is said to originate 
in the liver, this organ must be suspected 
under these conditions. 

With this brief outline of the clotting 
mechanism, we must consider the clear 
distinction between the clotting time and 
bleeding time which a patient might 
show. Clotting time depends entirely 
upon the intrinsic factors, that is on the 
factors within the blood. Blood clots, or 
does not clot, depending upon the ade- 
quacy of the clotting elements. 


BLEEDING TIME 


On the other hand, the bleeding time 
depends upon the extrinsic factors, not 
upon blood itself. It depends, rather, 
upon the tissues, capillaries and blood 
pressure. These two simple laboratory 
tests, then, measure two different aspects 
of a potential hemorrhage, the one 
measuring the ability of the blood to 
clof, and the other measuring the ability 
of the tissues and vascular bed to stem 
the flow of blood. 

Now to get to the problem of hemo- 
stasis, or the control of a hemorrhage. In 
this connection, the two terms: hemo- 
statics and styptics are frequently en- 
countered. Strictly speaking, they are not 
synonymous with each other, although 
they both seek to achieve the same end. 
Ordinarily we speak of a styptic as being 
something that coagulates. It may coag- 
ulate either the blood itself or the tissues 
about the wound. On the other hand, 
the term hemostatic simply means any- 
thing which stops the flow of blood. This 
could be done either by affecting the in- 
trinsic or extrinsic factors — to 
above. 
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ARRESTING AGENTS 


All of the agents and devices currently 
known to be useful in stopping the flow 
of blood can be made to fall into one or 
the other of the following categories. 

1. They constrict blood vessels. 

a. Physiologically, as for instance 
by applying cold, pressure, mild 
acids or vasoconstrictors. 

b. Chemically, such as with alum, 
or platelet extract. 

2. They coagulate blood and cell pro- 

teins. 

a. Metallic salts, such as of silver, 
iron, magnesium and zinc. 

b. Alkaloidal reagents, such as 
tannic acid, picric acid, tannin, 
etc. 

3. They affect the clotting mechan- 


ism. 

a. Locally, as with heat, thrombin, 
cephalin, or snake venom. 

b. Systemically, as with calcium 
salts (calcium phosphate with 
vitamin D, if given orally, since 
calcium gluconate or lactate 
are not adequately absorbed), 
and Vitamin K. 

4. They affect capillary fragility. 

a. rutin 

b. vitamin C. 

5. They form mechanical barriers. 

a. fibrin foam 

b. gelatin foam 

c. oxidized cellulose 

d. alginates. 

It is the last-named group of agents, 
the alginates, with which this report is 
chiefly concerned. 


UBIQUITOUS ALGINATES 


The alginates are interesting mate- 
rials. They have so many varied uses. We 
are apt to find alginates in some form 
in anything from jelly and candy, includ- 
ing medicines and building supplies, to 
molding powders. Surely the dental pro- 
fession is well aware of the influence the 
alginates have had on prosthetic den- 
tistry. 

Nature has used the coagulative power 


of alginates long before man even sus- 
pected such a potentiality. It is well 
known that when some forms of sea life 
are injured, the calcium from the sea 
water reacts with the alginate in the 
sea plant and seals up the “wound”. 
Such a simple observation prompted 
Stanford as early as 1883 to remark about 
the possibilities of algin as a gel-forming 
agent. The Journal Lancet carried a note 
in 1946 about the usefulness of alginic 
acid as a styptic. In 1948, Ammons stud- 
ied the use of alginic acid in oral surgical 
wounds. 

One difficulty encountered in using 
alginic acid, or sodium alginate, is its in- 
ability to withstand sterilization. Heat 
treatment or chemical treatment renders 
the material inactive. Recently, Harris 
discovered a physical way of sterilizing 
the product, with remarkable success. It 
is now possible to obtain sterile alginic 
acid which is admirably suitable for styp- 
tic use. 

The mode of action of alginic acid as 
a styptic seems to be as follows. Alginic 
acid has a double function. It disinte- 
grates the platelets on contact. This 
makes the coagulating reaction start. Al- 
ginic acid has an avid predilection for 
calcium ions. It quickly forms calcium 
alginate, which is an insoluble substance. 
This calcium alginate is, in turn, a hy- 
drophilic colloid. This means that it takes 
up water quickly and swells, in a man- 
ner like a gelatin gel. It is an extremely 
sticky material and adheres tenaciously 
even to moist surfaces. 

In practice, the alginic acid powder is 
blown onto the cut or wound by means 
of an insufflator, so as to form a very fine 
film. This film immediately stops the flow 
of blood by forming an adherent film over 
the wound. Below this film, the ruptured 
platelets set up the coagulating reaction 
to form a normal clot. Even though the 
thin film, now calcium alginate, is re- 
moved, the blood does not flow again 
since the clot below it has already formed. 

In preliminary experiments, we have 
made wounds on the shaved backs of 
rats and determined the time required

for the blood to stop flowing. The chief 
difficulty being that the blood stopped 
flowing on contact with the alginate, and 
measurements could not be made. From 
an investigative viewpoint, these prelim- 
inary experiments were valueless, but 
from a practical viewpoint, they pointed 
to the phenomenal usefulness of the ma- 
terial. 

The alginic acid has been used as a 
hemostatic agent in such instances as: 

a. simple extractions. 

b. alveolectomies. 

c. deep scaling of teeth. 

d. removal of impacted teeth. 

e. gingivectomies. 

In every instance, the hemorrhage 
stopped immediately on contact with the 
powder. We have made an attempt to 
evaluate the effect of the material on the 
healing rate. This kind of a study is, at 
best, difficult and not likely to be object- 
ive. We can say with safety, however, 
that if the material affects the healing 
rate, it is to aid, rather than to hinder. 
This might be expected, since the ma- 
terial itself is bacteriostatic to most or- 
ganisms, with the exception, perhaps of 
spores. In addition, since it produces a 
firm “clot-like” film, the granulating tis- 
sues are protected from mechanical in- 


Alginic acid has been studied as a new 
hemostatic agent both in the student 
clinic at our dental school and also by 
private practitioners in their own offices. 

1. We can conclude with safety that 
the use of alginic acid as an hemostatic 
agent is fully warranted. 

2. There have been no instances of 
irritation or sensitivity towards the 
material. 

3. Its action is prompt and lasting. 

4. It does not seem to have an ad- 
verse affect on the healing rate. 

5. It can be applied easily with an 
insuflator, with a minimum of skill.
